Here is a lady who writes an intel- 
ligent Jetter. She says her husband 
and herself have been taking an iodine 
ration f+: several years and feeling 
just greai. but upon conducting re- 
searches with several million guinea 
pigs they are worried, for ‘it seems 
the guinea pig« maintain that chem- 
icals ma~ possibly cause cancer.

He's gone, but ] don't be- 
lieve the iodine ration had anything 
to do wit’ it. And as for myself, I 
havent developed a sign of cancer 
yet.

APPREHENSIONS WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The British seem to 
be more excited about Ethiopia than anything 
The king and cabinet could not be acting more 
gravely if the Italian conquest were going to be staged in the yard at 
Buckingham Palace. instead of.in duskiest Africa. 

A story is going around that what has shaken customary British re- 
serve is the prospect that the Italians will cut the Ethiopian headwaters 
of the Nile and thus ruin British interests down the river. 

It is true that the modern Romans intend to come very close to 
Lake Tsana, which feeds the Nile. The lake is only 150 miles back up 
in Ethiopia and just off the dwect Italian route to Addis Ababa. 

But you may accept as a flat fact that the British have already taken 
that matter up with Mussolini. He has given them private assurances 
that he will guarantee British drainage rights if he conquers the territory. 
Consequently, the British have more reason to feel safe with Mussolini 
in control than they have had under Ethiopian rule. Mussolini's in- 
terest is in. soil, not water. 


THREATS A better but still inadequate explanation is the widespread 

one that there are two big questions back in the British 
mind. What will the Yugoslavs do to Italy with Mussolini’s army off in 
Africa? What will Hitler’s mice do in Austria during the same absence 
of the Italian cat? 

Those who think they’ know what is going on in world diplomacy 
believe Mussolini has also thought of these things. In fact, they have 
been tipped that Mussolini has a secret agreement with the French to 
watch what will go on in Europe behind his back. The possibilities of a 
European backwash to the Ethiopian war therefore are not generally con- 
sidered dangerous unless Mussolini’s Ethiopian campaign drags out for a 
longer time than he thinks it will. 


FEARS What the British have in mind particularly need not thus be 

speculated upon. While they hfive said little out loud, their 
diplomatic agents ‘have been quite specific in communicating their ap- 
prehensions to other nations, notably France. They told the French, in 
effect: 

“The conquest of Ethiopia will mean the end of the League of Na- 
tions and the end of a world era. Prior to the World War, nations did 
not even pretend to have a conscience. They took what they wanted 
and could get. The League was founded while the world was in a con- 
scientious mood. It has not done anything important economically. Its 
single accomplishment worth noting was prevention of the disintegra- 
tion of Austria. Its failure in Manchuria was a world joke. But, at least, 
Manchuria was far enough off to permit the League thereafter to pre- 
But if Mussolini walks off the 


longer be possible. It is the end of the conscience era.” 
That, say the British, is worth getting excited about. 


RESOLVES None of the munitions makers closed up shop when the 

senate passed the neutrality resolutions. There is good 
reason to suspect they will be doing business at the old stand for a long, 
long time. 

What happened was that the New Dealers had to concoct a resolu- 
tion hurriedly to avoid a senate filibuster. They put together one which 
is sufficiently indefinite and permissive to be virtually innocuous. For 
instance, the first resolve is ‘‘that upon the outbreak or during the prog- 
ress of war... the President shall proclaim such fact, etc.”” Under that 
order, the President might wait until the war had progressed to a con- 
clusion before acting. 

One senator, in debate, covered the neutrality legislation situation 
fully by describing it as ‘‘a series of New Year’s resolutions.”

SELASSIE DISTURBED 
BY NEUTRALITY BILL. 

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 22.—(?)— 
Emperor Haile Selassie, faced with 
severe difficulty in holding his war- 
riors in check, has threatened with 
death any Ethiopian who menaces or 
assaults an Italian, it was learned 
tonight. 

This followed the shooting of Baron 
Muzzi Falconi, an Italian consul, 
which he admitted was accidental. 

Recovery Seen. 

Baron Falconi was seriously injured 
but attaches of the Italian hospital 
here, whete he was brought today, said 
they were hopeful of his recovery. 

American Is Aid. 

With his American advisor, Edward 
Everett Colson, at his side Emperor 
Haile Selassie tonight tensely await- 
ed and then studied news of the ac- 
tion by the British cabinet but there 
was no immediate comment. 

Foreign merchants here, fearing 
Italian aviators may drop bombs if 
war starts, are panicky and are mov- 
ing goods outside the capital. Insur- 
ance against war jumped in rates 
again today. 

The government here ordered an in- 
quiry to determine the circumstances 
of the affair. 

Relied on U. S. 

The emperor was greatly disturbed 
by news the American senate had 
adopted a resolution forbidding mu- 
nitions shipments abroad in case of 
war. He had placed his main hope 
upon American munitions firms to 
supply arms which are needed im- 
peratively. 

The Ethiopian army began construc- 
tion of a strategic road from Hawash 
through Techertcher province to Brit- 
ish Somaliland. Another military road 
has been completed from Addis Ababa 
to Sudan which, in the event of an 
air raid upon the capital, may enable 
Americans and others to flee the 
country. 

Through an arrangement with the 
emperor, American physicians, under 
Dr. Robert Hackman, chief of the 
American hospital, will inoculate the 
Ethiopian army against smallpox, ty- 
phoid and cholera. This was said to 
be.the largest single job of inocula- 
tion ever attempted in Africa. 

Consul Shot Self.

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, author of the Bankhead cotton 
control act, asserted he thought it was

“Of course, it is evident Secretary 
Wallace, Chester Davis and cotton 
shippers won a victory,” Bankhead de- 
clared. “I think the plan will be very 
confusing and may cost the’ govern- 
ment a great deal of money.” 


Iaans on More’ Lint. 

Stating the plan was approved by 
President Roosevelt, the AAA said the 
Commodity Credit,Corporation will of- 
fer a loan of 9 cents a pound at ihe 
farm, without recourse on the borrow- 
er, on 13-16 inch low middling cotten 
or better. 

Last year’s 12-cent loan was made 
only on 7-8 inch middling cotton or 
that of a higher quality. The modified 
regulation this year, officials explain- 
ed, will permit loans on about 200, 
000 bales more than was permitted 
last year. , 

No Joans will be made on cotton ot 
lower staple and grade than 13-1t- 
inch low middling. pi 

Must Sign Up. 

The offers of both the loan and the 
outright grant will be made only to 
producers who signed contracts tbis 
year and who agree to sign contracts 
for 1936. A total of 1,004,000 con- 
tracts were signed this year. 

Cotton production for 1935 was es- 
timated on August 1 at 11,798,000 
bales, compared to total production 
in 1934 of 9.636.559 bales. The to- 
tal Bankhead allotment this year is 
10,500,000 bales. 

Explanation. 

An official explained the “average 
price of 7-S-inch middling cotton’ 
will comply a standard upon which 
the additional gifts to the farmers 
will be made. 

If, for example, the average price 
during the stipulated period should 
be 11 cents, then every farmer would 
receive a grant of one cent a pound 
on all cotton produced under his 
Bankhead allotment. 

It would be possible, the officials 
said, for some farmers to receive 
more than 12 cents for their cotton 
under this plan, Should the price be 
boosted to 13 or 14 cents for a few 
days, a farmer might sell his cetton 
for that amount. Then, if the price 
should fall and the average price for 
the four months be 11 cents, the 
farmer would receive the additional 
regardless. 

Bigger Income Seen. 

Officials said they expected this 
new plan to provide growers an in- 
come of approximately $700,000,00U 
for their lint cotton for 1935, ex- 
clusive of rental and benefit pay- 
ments under existing contracts. The 
income for lint cotton in 1934 was 
placed by the AAA at $613,000,000 
compared to $634.000,000 in 1933 
and $424;000,00 in 1932.

WILL BE RULED INVALID 


- Senator From Georgia Makes 


Masterful Argument But 
Bows in Defeat. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Despite 
the vigorous attack leveled at the 
Guffey coal bill by Senator Walter 
F, George, of Georgia, late yesterday, 
the measure passed the upper cham- 
ber today by the close vote of 45 
to 37. Although he declared there 
could be no question coneerning in- 
validity of the bill, he said he would 
not engage in argument, “because, as 
I interpret the senatorial mind, it is 
searcely open to argument upon the 
proposal.” 

It was freely conceded by many of 
his colleagus on both sides of the aisle 
that Senator George made one of the 
most masterful arguments against pas- 
sage of a measure that has been heard 


in congress during the current session. | 


Tie frankly asserted the senate was 
openly refusing to consider the bill 
on jts merits and that instead of fac- 
ing chaos if it was not passed, 
freely charged by its advocates, chaos 
was being invited by the senate’s re- 
fusal to consider it on its merits. 
The senator refused to present a 
legal argument, because as he pointed 
out, under the actual cases decided, 
“There can, in my judgment, be no 
question about the illegality of the 


bill.” 
Doubts Legal Status. 

He did point out, however. that out- 
side of political and official circles it 
was questionable whether five repu- 
table lawyers of established reputation 
as lawyers in the United States could 


he found who would give it their ap-. 


proval. 

Both senators and all members of 
the Georgia house delegation voted 
against the measure on final passage 
in their respective honses. 

“Lack of approval by leading law- 
yers is not the worst aspect of the 
hilly however.” Senator George declar- 
ei. “The bill's worst feature is an 
infirmity and defect in the legislative 
program as we are now developing it. 
This nation cannot remain free and 
happy if we are to legislate for groups. 
But beyond all that if groups are 
to legislate for themselves, the end of 
things is not very far distant.

Wise Cracks Accidentally Started — 


Will Rogers on 


the Road to Fame 


The following is the third of a series on Will Rogers, written by 
Robert Burkhardt, scenario writer and for six years an associate of the 


comedian on the Hollywood movie

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 22.—(UP) 
An accident started Will Rogers on 
his way to fame. 

It was during a return engage- 
ment at Hammerstein’s roof of the 
vaudeville act of “‘Will Rogers and 
Company,” consisting of Will, a little 
show horse named Terry, and Buck 
McKee, herseman. 

“It was just 30 years ago,’ Rog- 
ers recalled recently while visiting 
the McKees, “that we started out to- 
gether at Hammerstein’s and kept 
goin’ for five solid years. Only lay- 
offs we had was on the ocean mak- 
ing our two trips to Europe.” 

It was McKee, Rogers said. who 

started him off talking to his au- 
diances. 
' “He used to make wisecracks to 
me as I stood in the wings,’ Buck 
explained, “and sometimes the first 
two or three rows of the orchestra 
would hear them. They always 
laughed, and I tried to get Bill to 
talk louder, but he was bashful. 


ROGERS’ FIRST CRACKS 
TO THE AUDIENCE 

“One day a theater manager, won- 
dering what was going‘on, stood beside 
me and he got a lot of laughs, too. 
‘Why don't you put that out to the 
audience?” he asked, and Rogers, 
thinking he meant the roping loop he 
was throwing out over the audience, 
explained it was the longest he had, 
but he'd try it some time.” 

Mrs. Rogers finally urged Will to 
try talking to his audience. With 
this moral support, he remarked one 
night, about the management rot al- 
lowing cowboys to cuss freely when 
muffing a rope trick. That was his 
first crack and it went over. 

His next was. during the late 
Theodore Roosevelt's regime when 
the country was split by partisan- 
ship. People either hated Roosevelt 
or loved him. This gave Rogers an 
idea. and he eoupled it with the fact 
that T. R. was then seeking the River 
of Doubt in South America. 

Will would twirl his rope and say, 
“T wonder whatever became of that 
fellow?’’ The anti-Roosevelts would 
roar. 
With laughter added to his prev- 
iously “dumb” act, Rogers became a 
headliner and bounded up the ladder 
to fame and fortune. Florenz Zieg- 
feld signed him for his famous “Fol- 
lies’ and for six years, without a 
night off, Will changed his stuff at 
every performance; developing his 
technique in finding laughs in the 
days news.

The importance of the State Depart-

Funeral; 12,000 Theaters

Millions of Americans bowed heads 
Thursday in silent farewell to Will 
Rogers, whos: homespun humor made 
them laugh, and to Wiley Post, whose 
daring flying made them cheer. 

The hour of last rites for Rogers at 
Glendale, Cal., and for Post at Okla- 
homa City was marked by impressive 
observances throughout the United 
States. 2 

Mute thousands walked slowly past 
the simple bronze casket of Rogers in 
Forest Lawn Memorial park, Glen- 
dale, from sunrise until the funeral 
hour. ‘Then they retired respectfully, 


| leaving the bereaved family of the 


cowboy actor-philosopher alone with 
their dead at the church of the Wee 
Kirk o’ the Heather. 

At Oklahoma City, under the ro- 
tunda of the state capitol, other thou- 
sands filed past-the casket of Post. 
Many of the mourners had cheered 
Post on his return from two flights 
around the world, one of them made 
alone. 

Post’s widow said her farewell at 
services in the First Baptist church, 
Oklahoma City. Brevity «nd simplic- 
ity characterized the final tributes to 
both Rogers and Post, who died to- 
ether in a plane crash near Point 

arrow, Alaska. 

More than 12,000 theaters across 
the nation were darkened for two min- 
utes in memory of Rogers’ work on the 
screen, 

Hundreds of church chimes and ca- 
rillons rang out. 
a bell was tolled and then taken down 
—nevyer to ring again. 

Thousands thronged the Will Rog- 
ers airport for the tribute of the hu- 
morist’s home town, Claremore, Okla, 
A former schoolmate delivered’ the 
eulogy at near-by Chelsea, Okla. 

Planes with black streamers droned 
over New York city, honoring Post. 

Hollywood Bowl was massed with 
friends of Rogers who heard Rupert 
Hughes, writer, eulogize him and Con-

100,000 PERSONS ATTEND

The nation took sad leave today of 
Will Rogers, who “never saw a man

While the world-famed humorist, 
actor and philosopher was eulogized 
in scores of solemn memorials, 100,- 
000 persons massed at Forest Lawn 
Memorial park.

Wiley Post's whole life—from the 

time he took his first airplane ride in 
1919—centered on aviation and to it 
he made many notable contributions. 

He knew flying literally from the 
ground up. 

He was a mechanic before he was 
a flyer, a pioneer in the hard school 
of early<day barnstorming which has 
such other notable graduates as 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Clarence Cham- 
berlain and Jimmy Doolittle. 

He probably will be longest remem- 
bered for his solo flight around the 
world in 1933 and his previous circum- 
navigation of the g with Harold 
Gatty two years before.

Between his denials, senate commit- 
tee members contented his sole pur- 
pose in coming to Washington was 
to influence the legislation through 
social contacts, and termed such ac- 
tivity the “meanest form of all lob- 
bying.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 92.—(P)— 
Profit-realizing, though not insistent, 
held the stock market today to minor 
gains in the majority of issues, with 
a good scattering of small losses. 

In many respects the session closely 
followed Wednesday's pattern. Steels, 
farm shares and the non-ferrous 
metals were the leaders. Even in 
these groups, however, closing levels 
were well below the best of the day. 
Many of the steels were at peaks for 
1935 or longer for a time. Rails were 


a little soft. 

The Associated Press average for 
60 stocks was .1 of a point higher at 
the finish at 48.5. The industrials 
were best, with utilities shading up- 
ward, and the 15 rails .1 of a point 
lower at 25.8 . Turnover in the stock 
exchange was 1,666,360 shares, a little 
slower than in the previous session. 

Leading commodities provided no 
outside stimulation for the share mar- 
ket. Wheat futures at Chicago lost 
1-2 to 1 1-8 eents a bushel, while 
corn was 1-8 to 1-2 of a cent lower. 
Cotton closed 15 cents a bale up to 5 
cents off. The price of lead, however, 
was again advanced $1 a ton. 

Bonds Not Helpful. 

Bonds likewise were not helpful. 
While corporation loans moved nar- 
rowly, United States government obli- 
gations were reactionary, especially in 
the guaranteed group, where losses 
ran around 1-4 to 1-2 point. 

While Wall Street brokerage circles 
appeared still to have their chief at- 
tention directed to the continued flow 
of favorable business. a weather eye 
was cocked toward Washington and 
foreign political developments. 

President Roosevelt’s letter to Rep- 
resentative Rayburn expressing a re- 
luctant acceptance of a compromise 
suggestion on the utility holding com- 
pany bill was noted, but utilities were 
mostly a little irregular in the share 
market. 

Encouraging News. 

Encouragement on the score of the 
business trend was strengthened dur- 
ing the day by the report of a widen- 
ing improvement in bank clearings 
over last year, and by an estimate that 
shipments of iron ore from the lakes 
region might reach a 5-year high in 
1935. . 

Recent buyers of Douglas Aircraft 
found their faith justified in the an- 
nouncement that directors had ordered 
a 75-cent dividend, the first payment 
since September, 1933. The stock was 
active, up around a point for a time,

Chicago wheat closed 1-2 to 1 1-8 
cents below the previous finish, De- 
cember 90 7-8 to 91, and corn was 1-8 
to 1-2 lower, December 55:°7-8.

You may fill jars 
to within one inch and adjust covers 
as for oven canning putting the jars 
into 275 degree oven and letting them 
stay there for 20 minutes and then 
sealing. This does not destroy the

JAPAN MAY TONE DOWN |: 
NAVAL PARITY DEMAND 


Common Upper Limit, Less 
Tonnage, End of Ratio 
- Thought Position. 


TOKYO, Aug. 22.—()—A vigorous 
restatement of Japan’s naval limita- 
tion policy, soon to be handed to the 
British government, may _ indicate, 
newspapers said today, the possibility 


{Japan will recede from her demand 


for absolute naval parity with Great 
Britain and the United States. 
The papers indicated, however, that 


Japan will insist upon a common up- 
per —_ on tonnagé for all naval 
power 

Roki Hirota, foreign minister, has 
directed the Japanese charge d’af- 
faires in London to deliver Japan's 
new “observations.” 

These were reported to have re- 
ceived the approval of the full cabi- 
net to have been given the emperor's 
sanction. Official confirmation of de- 
nial was lacking. 

It was learned officially, however, 
that Britain’s recent communication 
to other Washington treaty signa- 
tories (the United States, France and 
Italy) was not actually an invita- 
tion to a conference, but was in effect 
an invitation to each government to 
state its views on naval disarmament 
problems. 

The Japanese government therefore 
decided the time was Tipe to restate 
its “basic principles.’ Officially it 
was said these are unchanged since 
preliminary naval talks in London last 
December—namely. a common upper 
tonnage limit, abolition of ratios and’ 
drastic tonnage reduction.
